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INTRODUCTION. 


The  Parish  of  Bansted,  or  Banstead,  is  situated  in  the  County  of 
Surrey,  in  the  Bishopric  of  Winchester,  the  Archdeaconry  of  Surrey, 
and  the  Rural  Deanery  of  Leatherhead.  It  belonged  at  the 
Conquest  to  Richard  de  Tonbridge,  who  held  it  of  the  Bishop  of 
Bayeux,  and  in  the  reign  of  King  Henry  I.,  Tirel  de  Maniers,  the 
then  owner,  granted  the  Rectory  to  the  Prior  and  Convent  of  St. 
Mary  Overies,  in  whose  possession  it  remained  until  the  dissolu- 
tion of  the  Monasteries.  A list  of  Rectors  and  Vicars  since  that 
date  will  be  found  at  the  end  of  the  book. 

The  Transcripts  now  published  are  contained  in  the  first  two 
volumes  of  the  Registers,  and  date  from  their  commencement  in 
1547  down  to  the  following  dates:  Baptisms,  to  1750;  Marriages, 
to  1753;  Burials,  to  1789. 

The  first  volume  is  a small  vellum-bound  book,  in  poor  con- 
dition, the  writing  very  much  faded,  and  occasionally  illegible.  It 
measures  about  8-J  x 7^  inches,  and  contains  entries  from  1547 
to  1618.  Volume  II.  is  a thick  square  volume,  about  14  inches 
square,  bound  in  old  sheepskin  with  clasps.  It  contains 
Baptisms,  1620-1783;  Marriages,  1616-1753;  and  Burials,  1617- 
1789.  The  entries  are  often  carelessly  and  ignorantly  made,  and 
in  many  instances  the  original  entry  has  been  corrected  or  added 
to  in  another  hand.  It  appears  to  have  been  a common  practice 
for  the  Clerk  to  make  rough  notes  at  the  time  of  the  ceremony, 
filling  them  into  the  Register  Book  at  a later  date,  and  this 
practice  will  account  for  the  dates  of  the  entries  not  always 
following  one  another  chronologically.  The  Editor  has  some  of 
these  rough  notes  among  his  papers. 

The  Parish  Church  dedicated  to  All  Saints  is  an  early  English 
building  of  stone,  faced  with  flints,  and  consists  of  a chancel  and 
nave,  and  two  side  chapels  and  side  aisles.  The  South  Chapel  was 
formerly  the  Lady  Chapel.  The  Church  has  undergone  the  usual 
vicissitudes— plundered  by  Edward  VI.,  whose  Commissioners  took 
everything,  including  the  bells,  “ for  the  King’s  use,”  and  left  only 
a “ chalice  and  a grene  cope  for  the  communion  table  ” — again,  by 
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the  Roundheads — “ornamented”  in  1631,  when  Aubrey  writes  : 
“On  the  north  and  south  sides  of  the  chancel  is  1631,  W.  M. 
(i.e.,  William  Moys),  who  repaired  this  chancel  and  adorned,  or 
rather  defaced,  it  with  ill  sign-post  painting  ” — and  finally 
restored  by  Mr.  Street,  1861-1872. 

There  are  eight  bells — the  two  last  recently  added.  The  six 
older  ones  bear  the  following  inscriptions : — 

1.  “ Robertus  Mot,  hoc  fecit,  1585.” 

2.  “William  Caruer  made  MEE,  1613.” 

3.  “ Gloria  Deo  in  Excelsis,  1638,  B.E.” 

4.  “William  Eldridge  made  MEE,  J.  L.  and  S.  L.,  Church- 

wardens, 1661.” 

5.  “This  bell  was  cast  by  subscriptions — Lester  and  Pack  of 

London,  fecit,  1756.” 

6.  “ Thos.  Mears,  late  Lester,  Pack  and  Chapman  of  London, 

fecit,  1791.  John  Harrison  and  Daniel  Newet,  Church- 
wardens.” 

The  monuments  are  not  of  great  interest.  There  are  no 
brasses  left,  and  it  is  rather  remarkable  that  the  De  Bures  family, 
who  owned  Burgh  and  Nork  from  1220  to  1410,  and  the  Merlands, 
who  succeeded  them  there,  from  1480  to  1618,  have  not  a single 
brass  or  tombstone  in  the  Church  to  their  memory.  The  Moys 
family,  Lay  Rectors  from  1550  to  1659,  have  only  one,  and 
the  Lamberts  none  older  than  1633.  No  doubt  there  were  many 
brasses  of  all  these  families,  and  of  many  of  the  pre-Reformation 
Vicars,  but  they  probably  disappeared  during  the  Commonwealth. 

There  are  six  Manors  in  the  parish,  viz. : Bansted,  Great  Burgh, 
Tadworth,  Perrotts,  Little  Burgh,  and  Preston.  The  Manor  of 
Bansted  for  some  time  formed  part  of  the  dowry  of  the  Queens  of 
England,  and  it  was  granted  by  Henry  VI.  to  Eton  College,  but 
the  grant  was  revoked  by  Edward  IV.,  and  in  Henry  Vllth’s  reign 
it  was  given  to  Sir  Nicholas  Carew  of  Beddington,  in  whose  family 
it  remained  until  1762.  It  is  now  owned  by  the  Trustees  of  Lady 
Lavinia  Bickersteth.  The  Manor  of  Great  Burgh,  held  by  Hugh  de 
Port  at  the  time  of  the  Domesday  Survey,  passed  to  the  families  of 
the  De  Bures  and  Merland,  from  the  last  of  whom  it  was  purchased 
in  1614  by  Christopher  Buckle,  Esq.,  son  and  heir  of  Sir  Cuthbert 
Buckle,  Kt.,  Lord  Mayor  of  London  in  1593.  It  remained  in  the 
Buckle  family  until  1847,  when  it  was  sold  to  the  sixth  Earl  of 
Egmont.  Perrott’s  Manor  was  bought  by  the  Lamberts  in  1515, 
and  is  now  the  propert}/  of  D.  H.  Lambert,  Esq.  Tadworth 
belongs  to  Lord  Russell  of  Killowen. 
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It  remains  to  say  a few  words  concerning  the  principal  families 
whose  names  occur  in  the  Registers.  The  Merlands  were  settled 
at  Burgh  since  the  year  1460.  They  intermarried  with  the 
Trappes,  Leighs,  and  other  Surrey  families,  and  sold  the  property 
to  the  Buckles  in  1614.  The  Moys  descended  from  Richard  Moys, 
“ fermarius  Prioris  Beatae  Mariae  apud  Overey,”  at  the  time  of  the 
dissolution.  He  obtained  a grant  of  the  Rectory  of  Bansted  for 
his  son  Robert.  The  male  line  died  out  about  1640.  The 
Wilmots  were  a branch  of  the  Oxfordshire  Wilmots  of  Stodham 
and  Chiselhampton.  They  came  to  Bansted  about  1600,  and  the 
male  line  became  extinct  in  1750.  The  eldest  daughter  and  co- 
heiress married  Edward  Lambert  of  Bansted.  The  Harris  family 
resided  at  Yewlands  in  Bansted  from  the  time  of  James  I.  until 
1746,  when  they  became  extinct.  The  Trappes  early  settled  in 
Bansted.  They  descended  from  a Yorkshire  family,  and  owned  a 
good  estate  in  this  county.  The  direct  male  heir  died  at  Leather- 
head  in  1709.  The  present  family  of  Trappes  of  Clitheroe,  county 
Lancashire,  traces  from  Francis,  third  son  of  Robert  Trappes,  who 
died  in  1560.  The  Brownes  were  a branch  of  Browne  of  Bech- 
worth  Castle  in  this  county,  afterwards  Viscounts  Montague. 
The  Bests  were  a Merstham  family,  and  held  Alderstead  Manor 
and  Merstham  Court  for  several  centuries.  The  name  often 
occurs  in  the  Register  and  in  the  Court  Rolls  of  the  Manor. 
The  Lamberts  descend  from  Roger  Lambert,  second  son  of 
John  Lambert  of  Woodmansterne,  in  this  county,  temp.  Henry 
VII.,  of  a family  settled  at  Lamberts  Oaks  in  that  parish  from 
1301  till  the  end  of  the  last  century,  when  they  sold  the  property 
to  the  Earl  of  Derby,  the  founder  of  the  “ Derby”  and  “Oaks” 
Stakes  at  Epsom.  The  Buckles  descend  from  Sir  Cuthbert 
Buckle,  Lord  Mayor  of  London  in  1593.  They  owned  the  Manor 
of  Burgh  and  the  Advowson  of  Bansted.  Of  this  family  was 
Admiral  Matthew  Buckle,  who  greatly  distinguished  himself  in 
various  naval  engagements  towards  the  end  of  last  century. 

The  Editor  wishes  to  record  his  sincere  thanks  to  the  Rev.  E. 
V.  Buckle,  Vicar  of  Banstead,  who  most  kindly  allowed  him  to 
make  the  transcript  some  years  ago,  and  has  now  given  permission 
to  the  Parish  Register  Society  to  print  it.

MONUMENTS  IN  THE  CHURCH. 

Many  of  these  have  disappeared.  Those  on  the  floor  of  the  Church 
are  covered  up,  the  Mural  Tablets  have  nearly  all  been  removed  from 
where  they  originally  stood.  Some  have  been  put  up  in  the  tower, 
others  in  the  Vestry,  while  some  have  never  been  replaced  since  the 
Church  was  restored,  but  lie  broken  to  pieces  in  a shed  in  the 
Churchyard. 

The  following  are  either  covered  by  tiling  or  were  removed  at  the  restora- 
tion. 

1.  On  a gravestone  near  the  Altar  steps  : Here  lyeth  the  body  of  James 

Read,  who  for  40  yeares  served  King  Charles  ye  Ist,  King  Charles  ye 
2nd  & King  James  ye  2nd  with  all  loyalty,  courage  & fidelity  in  ye 
quality  of  a Captaine  both  by  sea  & land,  aged  70  yeares.  He  de- 
parted this  life  ye  31st  of  December  1691. 

2.  On  an  Atchievement  fixed  to  the  north  wall  of  the  Chancel,  lost  in 

Manning’s  time  but  mentioned  by  Aubrey.  Arms;  Azure,  a chevron 
between  three  garbs  or,  impaling,  Argent,  three  bends  azure  between 
two  escallops  gules  (Hatton  impaling  Harfard  or  Hazard).  Here 
under  lyeth  the  body  of  Dame  Elizabeth  Hatton.  She  died  July  15, 
1680.

Arms  ; Gules,  three  narcissus  flowers  argent  (for  Lambert)  impaling,  Argent 
a lion  rampant  gules ; over  all,  a bend  raguly  Or  (for  Steward). 

4.  Here  lyeth  the  body  of  Mr  Simon  Wilmot,  Cityzen  & Haberdasher  of 

London  late  of  this  parish,  who  departed  this  life  ye  29th  of  January, 
1693,  aged  72  years.  Also  here  lyeth  buryed  Mary  his  wife,  who 
died  ye  11th  June,  1707,  aged  73.  Also  here  lyeth  interred  the  body 
of  Mrs  Rebecca  Wilmot,  Daughter  of  Mr  John  Wilmot,  who  departed 
this  life  ye  24th  day  of  November,  1754,  in  the  63rd  year  of  her  age. 

5.  On  a black  marble  stone  in  front  of  the  Altar  : Here  lyeth  interred 

the  body  of  Mrs  Anne  Lambert,  wife  of  Mr  Edward  Lambert  of  the 
parish  of  St  Mary  Magdalene,  Bermondsey,  in  the  county  of  Surrey, 
Merchant  of  the  Staple  of  England,  and  daughter  of  Mr  John  Wilmot, 
late  Citizen  & Haberdasher  of  London,  who  departed  this  life  the  10th 
day  of  November,  1720,  in  the  34th  year  of  her  age:  also  the  body 
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of  Mary,  Daughter  of  the  abovesaid  Edward  & Anne  Lambert,  who 
departed  this  life  July  the  11th,  1731,  in  the  18th  year  of  her  age: 
likewise  here  lyeth  interred  the  body  of  the  above  said  Mr  Edward 
Lambert,  second  son  of  Daniel  Lambert,  late  of  this  parish,  Gent., 
& Elizabeth  his  wife,  who  departed  this  life  the  24th  day  of  May, 
1763,  in  the  83rd  year  of  his  age.  Above  are  these  arms  : Gules,  three 
narcissus  flowers  argent  & a crescent  for  difference  (for  Lambert), 
impaling,  Argent,  on  a fess  gules,  between  three  eagles  heads  erased 
sable,  an  Unicorn  lodged  between  two  escallops  or,  (for  Wilmot).  Crest, 
on  an  Esquires  Helmet  a wreath  & thereon  a Centaur  proper  shooting 
arrow  from  a bow. 

6.  Here  lyeth  the  body  of  Mr  Thomas  Lambert,  eldest  son  of  Mr  Daniel 

Lambert,  late  of  this  parish,  who  departed  this  life  the  21st  day  of 
May,  1747,  in  the  68th  year  of  his  age:  also  near  this  grave  on  the 
North  side  lyeth  buried  Mary  his  wife,  who  died  the  6th  day  of 
December,  1732,  aged  38  years.  They  had  issue,  three  sons  and 
three  daughters,  viz:  Judith,  Thomas,  Mary,  Daniel,  John  & Mary. 
The  four  youngest  are  buried  by  their  Mother.  Judith  & Thomas 
survived  them. 

7.  Here  lyeth  interred  Mrs  Mary  Lambert,  youngest  daughter  of  Daniel 

Lambert,  late  of  this  Parish,  Gent.,  & Elizabeth  his  wife,  who  departed 
this  life,  June  the  3rd,  1759,  aged  68  years.  Also  in  the  same  grave 
lieth  interred  Mr  John  Lambert,  youngest  son  of  the  aforesaid  Mr 
Daniel  & Elizabeth  Lambert,  who  departed  this  life  February  the 
24th,  1762,  aged  72  years. 

8.  In  memory  of  Mr  John  Lambert,  youngest  son  of  Mr  Daniel  Lambert 

(late  of  London,  Merchant)  who  departed  this  life  December  10th, 
1772,  in  the  21st  year  of  his  age  & lyeth  buried  near  this  place. 

9.  Here  lyeth  the  dear  remains  of  Mr  Robert  Wilmott,  late  of  London 

Merchant,  who  lived  beloved  by  all,  and  died  by  all  lamented  the  11th 
of  Aprill,  1714,  aged  34  years.  Hee  was  the  only  son  of  Mr  Joseph 
Willmott. 

He  married  Hannah,  one  of  ye  Daughtrs  of  Joseph  Chaplin,  of  London, 
Merchant,  by  whom  he  had  issue  two  sons  & two  Daughters  viz : 
Mercy,  Joseph,  Robert  & Hannah.  Mercy  dyed  28th  of  Jany,  1707 , an 
infant : Joseph  dyed  ye  8th  of  April,  1714,  aeta : 5.  Robert  dyed  ye  24th 
of  July,  1722,  aeta  : 10.  Underneath  is  deposited  Hannah,  Lady  Prime, 
youngest  and  last  surviving  child  of  Robert  & Hannah  Wilmott,  born 
' Aug*  8th,  1713,  O.  S.,  died  March  29th,  1797,  in  her  84th  year. 

10.  Here  lyeth  the  dear  remains  of  Mr  Joseph  Wilmott,  citizen  & Haber- 
dasher of  London  & late  of  this  Parish,  who  departed  this  life  the  2d 
day  of  July,  1709,  in  the  76th  year  of  his  age,  leaving  one  only  son  Robert 
Wilmott  & four  Daughters. 

11.  Here  lyeth  interred  the  body  of  Mary,  late  wife  of  Mr  Edward  Griffith, 
of  this  Parish,  and  daughter  of  Mr  Simon  Wilmot,  citizen  & Haber- 
dasher of  London,  who  departed  this  life  November  the  5th,  1714,  in 
the  61st  year  of  her  age.  Also  here  lyeth  interred  the  aforesaid  Mr 
Edward  Griffith,  who  departed  this  life  May  the  6th,  1719,  aged  75 
years. 

12.  Here  lyeth  interred  the  body  of  Mr  Joseph  Wilmot,  son  of  Mr  Simon 
Wilmot,  citizen  & Haberdasher  of  London,  who  departed  this  life 
February  the  17th,  1730-1,  in  the  71st  year  of  his  age.  Also  here  lyeth 
interred  Mrs  Sarah  Boreman,  sister  of  the  said  Mr  Joseph  Wilmot  & 
daughter  of  the  said  Mr  Simon  Wilmot,  who  departed  this  life  August 
the  7th,  1731,  aged  63  years. 
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13.  Arms  ; (on  a lozenge)  Ermine,  on  a chief  azure,  five  bezants.  In  memory 
of  Mrs  Ann  Weston,  only  Daughter  of  George  Weston,  Esq  : late  of  this 
Parish ; she  departed  this  life  September  the  15th,  1745,  aged  86  years 
and  lyeth  buried  near  this  place.  (This  tablet  formerly  in  the  South 
aisle,  was  removed  at  the  restoration  of  the  Church  and  now  lies 
with  others  in  a shed  in  the  Churchyard.) 

14.  Here  lyeth  the  body  of  John  Fleetwood,  Esq  : who  died  November  the 
12th,  1725,  aged  51  years  ; also  the  body  of  John  Fleetwood,  Esq  : his 
son,  who  died  February  the  22nd,  1752,  aged  45  years. 

15.  Thomas  Samuel  Parry  died  9th  April,  1794,  aged  . . . years. 

16.  Sacred  to  the  Memory  of  Mrs  Mary  Howarth,  sister  of  the  above,  who 
died  June  10th,  1838,  aged  93  years. 

This  Tablet  is  lying  in  a shed  in  the  churchyard.  It  was  doubtless 
originally  placed  below  one  of  the  two  Howarth  slabs  (see  Nos.  48, 
50)  to  which  it  evidently  refers. 

17.  In  front  of  this  tablet  lie  the  remains  of  Mary  Aves,  late  Housekeeper 
to  Rob*  Hudson  Esqr.  . . . She  died  at  Tadworth  Court  on  the  7th  of 
January,  1831,  in  the  91st  year  of  her  age.

Below  is  carved  the  effigy  of  a chrisom  child. 

20.  On  a black  marble  slab  (similar  in  size  & shape  to  that  of  Tracy  (No. 
19)  formerly  on  the  South  side  of  the  chancel,  now  in  the  vestry. 
Here  lyeth  buried  Robert  Smyth,  Gent.,  ye  fourth  sonne  of  Richard 
Smyth,  late  of  Backton,  in  the  countie  of  Suff : gent.  & Elizabeth 
his  wife.  Which  Robard  dyed  ye  6 of  October,  ano  Dom  : 1603,  at 
his  age  of  64  yeares,  in  Remembrance  of  whome,  Jane,  his  beloved 
wyfe,  cavsed  this  to  be  made. 

Manning  says  “ arms  defaced  ” but  at  the  present  time  there  is 
no  trace  of  any  shield  whatever. 

21.  On  a wooden  hatchment  emblazoned  in  colour.  Arms:  Argent,  on  a 
chevron  azure,  three  bezants,  for  Brett,  impaling,  Gules,  three  narcissus 
flowers  argent,  for  Lambert.  Here  lyeth  interred  ye  body  of  Ruth, 
Brett,  the  late  wife  of  George  Brett,  citizen  & Goldsmith  of  London 
& daughter  of  Mr  Edward  Lambert,  of  this  Parish.  Shee  departed 
this  lyfe  the  sixt  day  of  November,  A°D.  1647. 


This  inscription  is  neither  men- 
tioned by  Aubrey  or  Manning.  It 
was  probably  hidden  by  a pew.  It 
is  now  in  the  Garratts  Hall  Chapel. 
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22.  On  a Tablet  on  the  South  wall : Gules,  three  narcissus  flowers  argent, 
for  Lambert,  impaling,  Or,  a fess  sable,  a demi-lion  issuant  therefrom 
gules,  for  Emmes.  Crest ; a Centaur  proper  holding  bow  and  arrow 
gules.  Near  this  place  lieth  interred  the  body  of  Mr  Daniel  Lambert, 
late  of  this  parish,  who  departed  this  life  the  ist  day  of  August,  1721, 
in  the  88th  year  of  his  age.  He  was  a constant  attendant  on  the 
public  worship  of  this  place,  a faithful  husband,  a tender  parent  & a 
peaceable  neighbour.  Also  in  the  same  grave  lieth  buried  Elizabeth 
his  wife,  daughter  of  the  Revd  Mr  Thomas  Ernes,  Rector  of  East 
Tisted,  in  the  County  of  Southampton,  who  departed  this  life  the 
14th  day  of  February,  1731,  in  the  85th  year  of  her  age.  . . . They 
had  issue  five  sons  & three  daughters,  viz.  Elizabeth,  Thomas, 
Edward,  Judith,  Daniel,  Nicholas,  John  & Mary.  Elizabeth  died  the 
6th  day  of  October,  1694,  aged  16  years  & lyeth  buried  in  this  isle  ; 
Judith  departed  this  life  the  2nd  of  July,  1725,  aged  41  years  & is 
buried  in  this  church  ; the  rest  survived  them. 

23.  On  a marble  slab  in  the  South  aisle.  Arms  ; (on  a lozenge)  Gules,  three 
narcissus  flowers  argent,  for  Lambert.  Near  this  place  are  deposited 
the  remains  of  Mrs  Judith  Lambert,  late  of  this  parish,  daughter  of 
Mr  Daniel  Lambert  & Elizabeth  his  wife.  . . . She  resigned  her  soul 
on  the  2d  of  July,  1725,  in  hope  of  a blessed  immortality,  aged  41 
years. 

24.  On  a large  marble  monument  in  the  South  Aisle.  Arms  ; Lambert, 
with  a canton  or,  impaling,  Argent,  on  a fess  gules,  between  three  eagles 
heads  erased  sable,  a Unicorn  lodged  between  two  escallops  or,  for 
Wilmot.  Crest ; on  a knight’s  helmet  a Centaur  passant  regardant, 
human  part  proper,  hind  part,  ermine,  girt  with  a laurel  wreath  & holding 
a bow  & arrow  gules.  Behind  are  the  Insignia  of  the  Mayoralty  of 
London.  Near  this  place  lieth  interred  the  body  of  Sir  Daniel 
Lambert,  Knt.  & Alderman  of  the  City  of  London,  who  was  Lord 
Mayor  in  the  year  1741  & in  the  same  year  was  chosen  one  of  the 
four  representatives  to  serve  in  Parliament  for  the  said  City.  . . . 
He  departed  this  life  the  13th  of  May,  1750,  in  the  65th  year  of  his  age. 
He  married  Mary,  the  eldest  daughter  of  Mr  John  Wilmot,  deceased, 
citizen  & Haberdasher  of  London,  who  survived  him  & Died  without 
issue.  Underneath,  Also  here  lieth  interred  the  body  of  Dame  Mary 
Lambert,  relict  of  the  above  Sir  Daniel  Lambert,  Knt.  who  departed 
this  life  the  14th  day  of  May,  1770,  in  the  85th  year  of  her  age. 

25.  Tablet  on  the  South  wall.  Arms,  Lambert,  with  a canton  or  (sur- 
mounted by  the  crest  of  the  Lamberts)  impaling,  Paly  Gules  & Argent, 
on  a chevron  sable  three  crosses  crosslets  or.  Near  this  place  lieth 
interred  the  body  of  Mr  Nicholas  Lambert,  late  Citizen  & Vintner  ot 
London,  son  of  Mr  Daniel  Lambert  of  this  parish,  who  departed  this 
life  the  12th  of  April,  1755,  aged  68  ; also  in  the  same  grave  lieth 
Elizabeth  his  wife,  daughter  of  Mr  John  Carpenter,  Citizen  & Vintner. 
She  departed  this  life  the  2d  of  February,  1745-6,  aged  58 : also  near 
them  in  this  isle  lyeth  three  of  their  children,  vi z*  John,  Edward,  & 
Elizabeth  who  married  John  Hodgson,  Citizen  & Apothecary,  who 
also  lyes  near  them. 

26.  On  the  floor  in  the  south  chapel.  Arms,  Lambert,  with  a canton  or 
& a crescent  for  difference,  impaling,  Argent,  a fess  gules  between 
two  bars  gemelle  wavy  azure,  for  Eliot.  Here  lyeth  interred  the  body 
of  Mrs  Anne  Lambert,  late  wife  of  Mr  Edward  Lambert,  of  the 
parish  of  St  George’s,  Queen’s  Square,  in  the  County  of  Middlesex, 
Merchant,  & daughter  of  Mr  John  Eliot,  late  of  London,  Merchant, 
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who  departed  this  life  the  5th  day  of  December,  1763,  in  the  50th  year 
of  her  age.  Also  here  lyeth  interred  the  body  of  Mrs  Judith  Lambert, 
wife  of  the  abovesaid  Mr  Edward  Lambert  & daughter  of  Mr  Thomas 
Lambert,  late  of  this  Parish,  who  departed  this  life  the  7th  day  of 
December,  1771,  in  the  52d  year  of  her  age.  Also  lyeth  interred  the 
body  of  the  aforesaid  Mr  Edward  Lambert,  who  departed  this  life  the 
31st  day  of  January,  1785,  aged  70  years. 

27.  On  the  south  wall.  Arms,  Lambert,  with  a canton  or  impaling  the 
same.  Near  this  place  lyeth  interred  the  body  of  Mr  Daniel  Lambert, 
late  of  London,  Merchant,  (Son  of  Mr  Nicholas  Lambert  of  the 
parish  of  St  Dunstan’s  in  the  West)  who  departed  this  life  the  10th 
day  of  January,  1765,  aged  51.  Also,  in  the  same  grave  lieth  buried 
Elizabeth  his  wife,  the  daughter  of  Mr  Edward  Lambert,  late  of 
Bermondsey  in  this  County,  Wool-stapler,  who  died  the  22nd  day  of 
January,  1768,  aged  50.  They  had  issue:  Daniel,  Edward,  Thomas, 
Ann,  Wilmot  & John.  Edward  departed  this  life  the  22nd  day  of 
November,  1753,  aged  9 years  & lies  buried  in  this  isle;  likewise 
three  more  who  died  infants,  viz1,  Edward,  John,  & Mary. 

28.  Here  lyeth  ye  body  of  John  Wilmot,  Citizen  & Haberdasher,  of 
London,  eldest  son  to  Mr  Simon  Wilmot,  late  of  this  parish,  deceased, 
who  departed  this  life  ye  14th  of  December,  1695,  astatis  40. 

29.  Against  the  South  wall.  In  memory  of  Mrs  Elizabeth  Tilly,  who 
departed  this  life  at  London  on  the  26th  day  of  Aprill,  1748,  aged 
XXXIV.  She  was  a most  dutifull  daughter,  a faithfull  wife,  a tender 
parent  & an  affectionate  & constant  friend. 


Here  also  lies  interred  her  uncle  Mr  Robert  Wilmot,  late  of  London, 
Merchant,  Mrs  Elizabeth  Bestman,  her  mother  & Mrs  Rebecca  Grove, 
late  wife  of  Mr  Joseph  Grove,  of  Richmond,  in  this  County. 

30.  Resurgemus.  In  memory  of  Thomas  Harris,  Esquire ; late  an 
inhabitant  of  this  parish  & for  several  years  one  of  the  Secondaries  in 
the  office  of  His  Majestyes  Remembrancer  of  the  Court  of  Exchequer 
at  Westminster,  who  dyed  November  the  22nd,  1727,  aged  70  years 
& lyeth  buryed  in  a grave  underneath  the  pew  close  adjoining  to  this 
side  of  the  pillar  on  which  this  monument  was  erected  by  appoint- 
ment of  his  only  son  & heir  of  the  same  name.  Also  lyeth  buried 
in  the  South  isle  of  this  Church,  Anne,  the  Relict  of  the  abovesaid 
Thomas  Harris,  Esquire,  who  departed  this  life  January  the  8th,  1733, 
aged  sixty  nine  years.  She  was  one  of  the  daughters  of  Timothy 
Thornhill,  Esquire,  late  of  the  Island  of  Barbadoes.  Underneath  is 
a shield  bearing,  Azure,  a chevron  between  three  hedgehogs  or,  for 
Harris,  impaling,  Gules,  two  bars  gemelle  arg  : on  a chief  of  the  second, 
a tower  azure,  over  all,  a bend  sable  for  Thornhill.  Motto  “ Esse 
quam  videri  ”. 

31.  Sacred  to  the  memory  of  Rowland  Frye,  Esqr,  Lord  of  this  Manor. 
He  died  the  20th  of  October,  1777,  aged  82  years  and  lies  buried  in 
St.  Olave’s  Church,  Hart  Street,  London ; also  of  William  Frye, 
Esq : brother  of  the  above  Rowland  Frye.  He  died  the  4th  of 
February,  1795,  aged  80  years  and  lies  buried  in  this  church.  Upon 
his  death  the  estate  descended  to  his  nephew  Rowland  Frye,  of 
Warfield,  in  the  County  of  Berks,  Esq,  who  hath  caused  this  monu- 
ment to  be  erected.  Arms;  Vert,  a fleur-de-lys  between  three  Horses 
courant  argent,  within  a bordure  of  the  second.  Crest  a Demi-horse 
rampant  sable.  (Should  be  argent.) 

32.  In  memory  of  Rowland  Frye,  Esqr,  late  of  Warfield,  Berks,  died  14 
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February,  1801,  aged  55  years  ; Also,  Mrs  Bliss  Leigh  Frye,  wife  of 
the  above  who  died  29  July,  1827,  aged  79  years. 

33.  Near  this  place  are  deposited  the  remains  of  Mr  Daniel  Lambert, 
late  of  London,  Merchant,  (eldest  son  of  Mr  Daniel  Lambert),  who 
departed  this  life  on  the  31st  Decr,  1820,  in  the  80th  year  of  his  age. 


Also  in  the  same  grave,  Mary,  his  wife,  eldest  daughter  of  Mr  John 
Simpson,  late  of  Stratford,  Essex,  who  departed  this  life  12  of  Jany, 
1822,  in  the  80th  year  of  her  age.  They  had  issue  Daniel,  Edward, 
Marianne,  Henrietta,  John  & Thomas.  Edward  departed  this  life 
20  January,  1820,  in  the  43rd  year  of  his  age  and  lies  buried  in  this 
isle.  Thomas  died  an  infant.  The  rest  survived  them. 

34.  Sacred  to  the  memory  of  Thomas  Lambert,  Esquire,  son  of  Daniel 
& Elizabeth  Lambert,  who  departed  this  life  Nov  3rd,  1832,  in  the 
86th  year  of  his  age,  justly  esteemed  by  his  family  & friends.  Also 
of  his  sister  Ann  Lambert,  who  died  Aug.  26,  1798,  aged  49  years. 

35.  Sacred  to  the  memory  of  Wilmot  Lambert,  Esquire,  who  departed 
this  life  26  June,  1815,  in  the  65th  year  of  his  age.  Also  of  Martha, 
widow  of  the  above,  youngest  daughter  of  the  late  John  Simpson,  of 
Stratford,  in  Essex  Esquire,  who  died  the  18th  of  August,  1829,  in  the 
75th  year  of  her  age. 

36.  Sacred  to  the  memory  of  Elizabeth  Newton,  relict  of  Col.  William 
Newton,  of  the  City  of  Exeter  & Sister  of  Rowland  Frye,  Esquire, 
formerly  of  Warfield,  Berks,  who  died  on  the  22nd  July,  1804.  Aged 
68  years.  Also  in  the  same  vault  are  interred  the  remains  of  William 
Morris  Frye,  Esqr.  formerly  William  Morris  Newton,  only  son  of 
Colonel  & Elizabeth  Newton,  who  died  on  the  ist  November,  1820, 
aged  57  years. 

37.  A brass  plate  in  the  South  Aisle  records  that  the  two  following  in- 
scriptions were  removed  when  the  Church  was  restored  in  1861. 

1.  Thomas  Samuel  Parry,  died  9 April,  a.d.  1794. 

Aged  26  years. 

2.  Sacred  to  the  memory  of  William  Parry,  Esqr,  son  of  Thomas 
Parry,  Esqr,  of  Banstead,  many  years  one  of  the  Super- 
Cargoes  of  the  Honble  the  East  India  Company’s  factory 
at  Canton.  He  died  on  Sept  14th,  1813,  in  the  36th  year  of  his 
age  & lies  buried  in  the  family  vault  near  this  spot. 

This  plate  is  here  placed  in  pious  memory  by  Thos.  Gambier  Parry, 
Esqr,  of  Higham  Court,  in  Gloucester,  a.d.  1871. 

38.  (Now  in  the  Vestry)  Sacred  to  the  memory  of  Alexander  Apsley,  Esqr, 
many  years  resident  at  Banstead  Place  & who  departed  this  life  on 
the  ist  day  of  June,  1827,  aged  76  years.  His  remains  are  deposited 
in  the  vault  under  this  Chancel. 

39.  Arms  ; per  chevron  embattled  Argent  & Azure,  three  martlets  counter- 
changed,  for  Hudson,  impaling,  quarterly  1 & 4,  Ermine  and  gules,  2 & 
3,  a fess  between  three  swans  heads  couped. 

To  the  memory  of  Robert  Hudson,  Esqr,  of  Tadworth  Court,  in  this 
Parish,  who  expired  the  22d  of  March,  1835,  aged  60  years.  And  of 
Marianne  his  wife,  who  died  at  Tadworth  Court  the  14th  of  Septr,  1862, 
aged  76  years. 

40.  Arms ; Argent,  on  a fess  gules  between  three  Eagles  heads  couped 
sable,  as  many  escallops  or. 

Sacred  to  the  memory  of  Robert  Willimott,  Esquire,  of  Croydon, 
Surrey,  who  departed  this  life  the  19th  day  of  Septr,  1834,  in  the  52d 
year  of  his  age.  He  was  Private  Secretary  to  the  R4  Honble  The 
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Earl  of  Liverpool  during  a period  of  23  years  and  at  his  decease  was 
Receiver  General  of  the  Post  Office.  This  tablet  was  erected  by  his 
Mother  & Sister  as  a testimony  of  his  worth  & an  affectionate  regard 
to  his  memory.  Also  Elizabeth,  Relict  of  John  Willimott,  Esqr,  & 
mother  of  the  above  who  departed  this  life  at  Thornton  Heath  in  this 
County,  the  10th  day  of  April,  1842,  aged  93  years. 

41.  Sacred  to  the  memory  of  L.  W.  O’Neill,  Esquire,  who  died  on  the 
26th  Decr,  1825,  in  the  21st  year  of  his  age.  Also  of  Anne  O’Neill 
mother  of  the  above  aged  43  years.  . . . 

His  Uncle  Robert  Willimott,  Esquire,  to  preserve  the  memory  oi 
those  he  so  much  loved  has  erected  this  Tablet  in  testimony  of  his 
affection.  In  memory  of  Mary  Willimott  of  Thornton  Heath,  Croydon, 
who  died  the  28th  May,  1865,  in  the  93rd  year  of  her  age.  The  last 
of  the  Willimott  family. 

42.  In  memory  of  Lucy  Motteux,  Spinster,  the  youngest  daughter  of  the 
late  John  Motteux,  Esqr,  of  this  place  & of  Beachamwell,  in  the  County 
of  Norfolk,  who  departed  this  life  the  30th  of  Novr,  1824,  in  the  56th 
year  of  her  age,  and  whose  remains  are  deposited  with  those  of  her 
late  sister,  Katherine,  in  the  vault  beneath  this  Chancel. 

43.  In  a vault  under  this  Chancel  are  deposited  the  mortal  remains  of 
Catherine  Motteux,  Spinster,  eldest  daughter  of  the  late  John  Motteux, 
Esquire,  of  Bansted  Place  & of  Beachamwell,  in  Norfolk,  who  departed 
this  life  on  the  15th  day  of  Sep  :,  1823,  aged  58  years. 

44.  In  memory  of  Thomas  Parry,  Esqr,  many  years  a Director  of  the 
Honbie  East  India  Company  & an  inhabitant  of  this  Parish.  Died 
the  9th  Apl,  1816,  in  the  85th  year  of  his  age. 

45.  Arms ; Argent,  a fess  between  three  lozenges  sable,  for  Parry. 

Sacred  to  the  memory  of  Richard  Parry,  Esqr,  of  Bansted,  son  of 
Thomas  Parry,  Esqr,  of  the  same  place  & one  of  the  Directors  of  the 
Honble  East  India  Company.  He  died  30  June,  1817,  in  the  forty 
first  year  of  his  age  and  lies  buried  in  the  family  vault  near  this 
place. 

46.  Sacred  to  the  memory  of  Henry  Leigh  Spencer,  Esquire,  late  Captain 
in  the  Royal  Fusiliers,  of  Bansted  Park,  who  died  Aug  26th,  1829, 
aged  57  years.  Also  to  Elizabeth  Frances  his  wife,  who  died  Apl. 
30th,  1848,  at  Bansted  Park,  aged  74  years. 

47.  Sacred  to  the  memory  of  John  Motteux,  Esquire,  of  this  parish  and 
of  Sandringham  Hall  & Beachamwell,  both  in  the  County  of  Norfolk, 
who  died  in  London  on  the  30th  of  July,  1843,  aged  78  years.  This 
tablet  was  inscribed  out  of  respect  to  his  memory  by  the  Honble 
Spencer  Cowper. 

48.  Sacred  to  the  memory  of  Humphrey  Howorth,  Esqr,  an  old  and  re- 
spected inhabitant  of  this  parish.  He  represented  the  Borough  of 
Evesham  in  four  successive  parliaments  & was  for  twelve  years  elected 
Chairman  of  the  committee  of  Bye-laws  of  the  East  India  Company. 
He  died  after  a long  & distressing  illness  on  the  14th  of  Sep  : 1827, 
aged  76  years  (see  No.  16). 

49.  Arms — on  a chevron — three — impaling — two  crossbones  in  saltire. 
Sacred  to  the  memory  of  Henry  Newton  Spencer,  Esqr  of  this  place, 
who  died  Jany  19th,  1836,  in  the  23rd  year  of  his  age,  & whose  remains 
are  interred  near  this  Tablet.  He  was  the  only  son  of  the  late 
Henry  Leigh  Spencer&  Elizabeth  Frances,  now  his  widow,  the  Lady 
of  this  Manor.  The  tender  regard  of  a disconsolate  Mother  caused 
this  monument  to  be  erected. 

50.  Arms : on  a shield  encircled  with  the  insignia  of  the  Bath,  Quarterly 
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i & 4,  Or  a cross  crosslet  gules,  2 & 3,  Argent  three  battleaxes  sable. 
Crest : on  knight’s  helmet  a torce  & thereon  a Demi-arm  proper  holding 
a wreath  vert.  Supporters,  Dexter,  a soldier  armed  holding  a drawn 
sword  proper,  sinister,  a charger  proper.  Motto  “ Crede  Christi  cruce.” 
Sacred  to  the  memory  of  L*  General  Sr  Edward  Howorth  K.C.B. 
G.C.H.  & Colonel  Commandant  of  the  6 Battalion  of  the  Royal 
Artillery  in  which  he  held  a commission  upwards  of  fifty-two  years, 
was  actively  employed  in  America,  Ireland  & the  Peninsular  war  and 
commanded  the  British  Artillery  at  the  memorable  battle  of  Talavera. 
He  died  suddenly  on  the  5th  of  March,  1827,  aged  71  years  (see 
No.  16). 

51.  Arms.  Argent,  on  a fess  gules  between  three  Eagles  heads  erased 
sable,  as  many  escallops  or.  Crest,  a Demi-lion  guardant. 

Sacred  to  the  memory  of  Elizabeth  Willimott,  born  31  Aug,  1749,  & 
died  Apl.  16th,  1842,  aged  93.  Also  to  her  daughter  Sarah  Maria 
Reinard,  who  departed  this  life  Jany.  1837,  aged  58.  This  tablet  was 
erected  in  painful  recollection  by  Mary  Willimott,  her  only  surviving 
sister. 

52.  Sacred  to  the  memory  of  Anne,  wife  of  Charles  Woodcock,  Esqr.  & 
younger  daughter  of  the  late  Thomas  Parry,  Esqr  of  this  Parish. 
She  died  on  the  3rd  of  April,  1823,  in  the  43rd  year  of  her  age,  lies 
buried  in  the  family  vault  near  this  spot. 

53.  Sacred  to  the  memory  of  the  Revd  Henry  Taylor,  L.L.B.  Rector 
of  Spridlington,  Lincolnshire,  who  lies  interred  near  this  spot,  an 
inhabitant  of  this  Parish,  who  died  Feby  27th,  1822,  in  the  80th  year  of 
his  age. 

54.  Arms ; Gules,  three  narcissus  flowers  argent  & a canton  or,  for 
Lambert,  impaling,  Quarterly  Argent  & Sable,  a cross  patonce 
counterchanged,  for  Taylor.  Crest;  A centaur  passant  regardant, 
human  part  proper,  hind  part  ermine,  girt  with  a laurel  wreath  proper 
& holding  bow  & arrows  gules. 

Sacred  to  the  memory  of  Daniel  Lambert,  Esquire,  late  of  this  parish 
who  departed  this  life  on  the  18th  of  Decr,  1857,  *n  the  eighty  second 
year  of  his  age,  & of  Christiana  Fox  his  wife,  daughter  of  the  late 
William  Taylor  Esqr.  of  Booking  in  Essex,  who  departed  this  life 
the  16th  of  Apl,  1856,  in  the  72d  year  of  her  age.  Also  of  Edward 
Lambert  their  second  son,  who  died  on  the  4th  of  Augk,  1832,  in  the 
eighteenth  year  of  his  age,  & of  Thomas  Nicholas  their  seventh  son, 
who  died  on  the  17th  of  Sep.  1840  in  the  sixteenth  year  of  his  age. 
They  are  buried  in  a vault  in  the  adjoining  churchyard. 

55.  Arms ; Quarterly  1 & 4,  Ermine,  on  a chief  gules,  two  lions  rampant 
argent,  2 & 3,  Gules,  seme  de  fleurs  de  lys  argent,  a lion  rampant  of 
the  second ; impaling,  Argent,  a fess  between  three  lozenges  sable, 
for  Parry.  Crest ; A wyvern  displayed. 

Near  this  place  are  deposited  the  remains  of  Lucy,  the  wife  of  Major 
General  Daniel  Burr  & daughter  of  Thomas  Parry,  Esqr,  a Director 
of  the  East  India  Company.  She  departed  this  life  the  17th  Nov*1, 
1805,  the  32d  year  of  her  age. 

56.  Sacred  to  the  memory  of  Anne,  the  beloved  wife  of  William  S.  H.  Fitz 
Roy  Esqr.  of  Bansted  Place  in  this  County.  She  departed  this  life 
May  15th,  i860.  This  Tablet  is  erected  as  a tribute  of  affection  by 
her  bereaved  husband  to  record  her  many  virtues. 

57.  Sacred  to  the  memory  of  John  Lambert,  late  of  Tavistock  Square, 
London,  Esquire,  youngest  son  of  Daniel  Lambert,  Esquire,  late  of  this 
Parish,  who  died  21st  Mch,  1850,  in  the  68th  year  of  his  age  & whose 
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remains  are  deposited  in  a vault  in  the  adjoining  churchyard.  Also 
Thomas  Lambert,  of  Woodmansterne  & of  this  Parish,  eldest  son  of 
the  above  named  John  Lambert  & Katherine  his  wife,  who  died  19 
Feb.,  i860,  aged  48  years  & whose  remains  are  interred  in  the  above 
mentioned  vault.  Also  of  John  Lambert,  of  Garratts  Hall  in  this 
Parish,  Esquire,  younger  son  of  the  above-named  John  Lambert  & 
Katherine  his  wife,  who  died  29  April,  1878,  aged  64  years  & whose 
remains  are  interred  in  the  above-mentioned  vault. 

58.  In  the  South  Chapel.  “This  Chancel  was  rebuilt  A.D.  1837,  by  John 
Motteux,  Esquire,  and  was  restored  A.D.  1868  by  John  Lambert, 
Esquire.”

74.  In  loving  memory  of  John  Wilmot  Lambert,  of  Fairlawn  in  the  parish 
of  Woodmansterne,  Surrey,  the  only  son  of  John  Lambert  deceased 
and  of  Harriet  Melville  his  wife,  formerly  of  Garratts  Hall  in  this 
parish.  John  Wilmot  Lambert  married  Emma  Charlotte,  eldest 
daughter  of  Francis  Vere  Hopegood,  of  Hadley  Hurst  in  the  county 
of  Middlesex  & died  Sep.  4,  1834,  aged  30  without  having  had  issue, 
& is  buried  in  the  family  vault  belonging  to  this  Church.

Besides  the  Church  at  Bansted,  there  was  one  at  Berghes  or  Burgh  and 
another  at  St.  Leonards,  but  both  have  disappeard.  There  are  traces 
of  the  latter  still  to  be  seen  in  St  Leonard’s  wood,  south-west  of 
Burgh  Heath  and  up  to  about  ten  years  ago,  a barn  near  Little  Burgh 
(since  pulled  down)  was  pointed  out  as  the  remains  of  the  ancient 
Church  of  Burgh.  Tirel  de  Maniers,  who  gave  Bansted  to  the  Priory 
of  St  Mary’s  Southwark,  had  a grand-daughter,  who,  in  conjunction 
with  her  husband  Nigel  de  Mowbray  confirmed  the  gift  and  added  the 
church  of  Burgh.  It  was  presented  to  as  a Rectory  from  1301  to 
1414,  as  appears  by  the  Bishops  Registers,  but  beyond  this  fact  there 
is  no  other  evidence  of  its  having  been  a distinct  parish.
